French Patriot's Letter. 
A reniarkabie story of the pntrlot- 
Ism and devotion shown by a French- 
American family Is related In .-the 
Petit Nlcois, the continental edition 
oC the London JIall states. 

At tlie outbreak of war n French- 
man named Callles, forty-four years 
old, who kept a drug store in Los 
Angeles, Cal., left his wife, daughter 
and two sons to come over and fight 
foi his native' country. He was mor- 
tally wounded before Verdun In Jan- 
uary, 1915, but before dying had the 
following- cablegram sent to his wife: 
"I die facing the enemy. Let our 
two sons come out and take my placs 
In the ranks. Adieu." 

On receipt of this cablegram the 
two sons, Joseph and George, Joined 
up and In due course arrived In France. 
Joseph was killed in 1017, not far 
from the place where his father met 
hlP death. He was thirty-four and 
was also a : druggist. 

George Callles went through much 
fighting without a wound until at ten 
o'clock on the morning of November 
11. just before the armistice, he was 
badly gassed.. He recovered and has 
been In convalescence at Nice pend- 
ing his departure for his California 
home to resume Ills' legal studies.

war. 

"The, second purpose In view was to 
steady any effort of the Russians at 
self-defense, or tho establishment of 
law. and order In which they might bo 
willing to accept assistance. 

"Two regiments of Infantry, with 
auxiliary troops— about 8,000 effec- 
tives— comprising a total of approxl-. 
mntely 10,000 men, were sent under, 
command of MaJ. Gen. Will In hi S. 
Graves. The troops began to nrrivo 
at AHndivostok'in September, 1018. 

"Considerably larger forces wero 
dlspatdied by Jripan at about the samo 
time, and much smaller forces by oth- 
ers of the allied po\vers. 

"The net result was the successful 
reunion of the separated Czechoslo- 
vak armies nnd the substantial elimi- 
nation In eastern Siberia of the actlvo 
efforts of enemy prisoners of war. • 

"In Febniiiry, 1010, as a conclusion 
of negotiations begnn early lir the 
summer of 1018, the United States 
accepted a plan proposed by Japan for' 
the supervision of the Siberian rail- 
ways by an International committee, 
under which committee John F. Stev- 
ens would assume the operation of. the 
Russian railway service corps.' In this 
connection. It Is to be recalled that 
John F. Stevens, In response to a re- 
quest of the provisional government 
of Russia, went to Russia in tho 
spring of 1017. A few months later he 
was made official adviser to. the minis- 
ter of ways and communication at

"Washington, July 25.— Thomas J. 
Mooncy did not receive full Justice In 
his trial nt San Francisco for alleged 
connection with the preparedness day 
bomb explosion, for which he Is serv- 
ing a life term, according to a report 
by John H. .Densmore, former special 
ngentof the department of Justice, who 
Investigated the case for the govern- 
ment. The report, dated November 1, 
1018, was submitted to tho house In 
response to a resolution calling for In- 
formation as to activities of the de- 
partment of labor In the case. Mr. 
Densmore's report was forwarded by 
Secretary Wilson, accompanying his 
own statement: 

Much of tho Information obtained by 
Mr. Densmore and lilri assistants, the 
report said,' Was secured by use of dic- 
tagraphs placed In the ofllce of Charles 
M. Fickert, district attorney, of San 
Francisco, where 'they were kept sev- 
eral months. 

. Mr. Densmore's objections to the 
trial, as enumerated In his report. In- 
clude the following: 

"The apparent failure of the district 
attorney's otllee to conduct a real In- 
vestigation at tlie scene of the crime; 
the easy adaptability of some of the 
star witnesses; the Irregular methods 
pursued by the prosecution In Identi- 
fying various defendants; tho sorry 
type of men and women brought for- 
ward to prove essential matters of fact 
in a case of gravest Importance; the 
seeming. Jncfllcncy of a well-established 
alibi; the. sang-froid with which the 
prosecution occasionally adopted »nn 
untenable theory and then changed to 
nnother-not(|Ulte so preposterous, and 
tho refusal of the public prosecutor to 
call witnesses who actually saw the 
falling of the bomb. 

"In short, the genernl flimslness nnd 
Improbability of the testimony ad- 
duced, together with a total absence of 
anything that looked like a genuine ef- 
fort to arrive at the facts In the case. 

"The reading of the testimony in this 
case is apt to cause one to wonder at 
ninny things. These things are calcu- 
lated to cause In the minds of the most 
blnse a decided mental" rebellion." * 

Action of District Attorney Fickert 
in asking for a new trial after the, tes- 
timony of Frank C.sOxman wns proved 
perjury nnd then refusing to agree. to 
It, wns attacked In the report.
